Guarantee  and  Terms.  All  stock  is  State  inspected 
and  each  shipment  carries  the  inspection  tag.  All 
stock  is  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name,  in  first  class 
growing  condition  and  must  be  satisfactory.  The  size 
of  a  bulb  makes  no  difference,  small  ones  are 
equally  as  good  as  large  ones  if  they  have  good  live 
eyes. 

All  orders  are  cash.  Orders  $1.00  and  over  are 
postpaid  but  those  under  $1.00  customers  add  10c 
for  postage. 

Planting  Instructions.  When  your  bulbs  arrive, 
plant  them  in  a  box  of  moist  sand  or  earth  until 
time  to  plant  in  the  garden.  This  will  keep  them  from 
drying  out.  Transplant  to  an  open  location  in  rows 
making  the  hills  2  to  3  feet  apart.  Lay  the  tuber  flat 
and  plant  about  six  inches  deep.  Cultivate  often.
